Ray of Sunlight Enters Through 
Crevice and Touches In- 
scription on Rock.

MELBOURNE, Australia, Nov. 
12—A crowd estimated at 300,009, 
the largest ever gathered in Austru- 
lia, bowed at 11 a. m. yesterday in 
the two-minute silence of Armistice 
day on the lawns surrounding the 
shrine of remembrance, monument 
of the State of Victoria. 

As they lifted their voices in a 
chant, the Duke of Gloucest:r, 
third son of King George, emerged 
with state and city officials from 
the shrine for dedication ceremo- 
nies.

The Judges of the Missouri

Park, will attend the funeral or 
John T. Fitzsimmons, Judge-elect of 
the Court, who died unexpectedly, 
of a heart attack, in Barnes Hos- 
pital Saturday night. The funeral 
will be held at 9 a. m. tomorrow 
at St. Roch’s Catholic Church, Wa- 
terman and Rosedale avenues. 

Judge Fitzsimmons, a _ tormer 
member of the circuit bench here 
and a commissioner of the Su- 


preme Court since 1931, was elect- 
ed to the Supreme Court last Tues- 
day, and would have taken office 
Jan. 1 for a 10-year term. He was 
64 years old. He is survived by 
his wife, Mrs. Susan McCluskey 
Fitzsimmons; three sons, John T. 
Jr., Louis G., a member of the Jes-

simmons. The family home is at 
6116 McPherson avenue. 

For the last two weeks Judge 
Fitzsimmons had not been feeling 
well. He spoke at a “Dads’ day” 
dinner of St. Louis University Fri- 
day night. Saturday morning he 
went to the hospital, and his ail- 
ment was diagnosed as nervous in- 
digestion. The heart attack, late at 
night, caused his family to be sum- 
moned, but he died before they 
could reach the hospital. 

Park to Name Successor. 

His death leaves a present va- 
cancy in the Supreme Court com- 
missionership, and a vacancy be- 


ginning Jan. 1 ja the Membership ' 


of the court, Division 1. The Su- 
preme Court will choose a new com- 
missioner, and the vacancy in the 
court will be filled by Gov. Park, 
the appointment to be effective un- 
til the State election of November, 
1936, when a Judge will be elected 
for the remaining’ eight-year term. 

Gov. Park said yesterday that his 
choice of an appointee to the 
court might not be announced until 


some time late in December. He 
gave no indication whether he 
would limit his selection to St. 


Louis. There is no St. Louis Judge 
of the Supreme Court at present, 
and this city has not been repre- 
sented on the Court for four years. 

The appointment will be the sec- 
ond made by Gov. Park to the Su- 
preme Court. In~ February, 1933, 
Judge Clarence Burney of Kansas 
City died, and the Governor was 
urged to appoint a St. Louis man, 
preferably Judge Fitzsimmons, but 
he appointed Judge C. A. Leedy of 
Kansas City. 

It is believed that Walter N. 
Davis, St. Louis lawyer and former 
Commissioner of the Supreme 
Court, will seek appointment to the 
vacant commissionership, to 
filled by the Court. 

Studied in*Law Office. 


Judge Fitzsimmons was a native 
of St. Louis and a graduate of St. 
Louis University in the class of 
1890. He was for a time a member 
of the editorial staff of the 
Post-Dispatch, and studied law 
in a law office. In 1898 he left 
the position of telegraph editor of 
the Globe-Democrat, to engage in 
law practice. He was Deputy Cor- 
oner and Deputy Circuit Clerk, 
and in 1922 was a Democratic 
nominee for the Circuit Court 
bench, but was defeated. In 1930, 
when the Legislature created two 
new Judgeships, stipulating that a 
Democrat should be appointed to 
one ef them, Gov. Caulfield ap- 
pointed him to the position. He 
was a candidate for a full term, in 
the election a few months later, but 
was defeated with the rest of the 
local Democratic ticket. 

In April, 1931, he was named to 
the commissionership, and had 
since served in that position, study- 
ing appellate cases and preparing 
opinions, subject to the court’s ap- 
proval. In 1932 he sought the Su- 
preme Court nomination, but was 
defeated in the primary through the 
opposition of the Pendergast ma- 
chiné in Kansas City. In the prim-

Eaton, Cleveland capitalist, took 
the stand today as a defense wit- 
ness for Samuel Insull, and denied 
that he bested Insull in a $56,000,000 
stock market fight in 1930. 

Eaton, appearing at the request 
of Insull’s attorney, Floyd. E. 
Thompson, was the first witness as 
the mail fraud trial of Insull and 


16 co-defendants moved into its sev-). 


enth week. Eaton was led by At- 
torney Thompson into a discussion 
of his own business connections. 

“Il am a director of the Inland 
Steel Co. and of Sherwin-Williams,” 
said Eaton. He mentioned that he 
was also a trustee of the University 
of Chicago. 

“How long have you known Mr. 
Insull?” he was asked. “A good 
many years,” Eaton answered. “I 
have been in the utilities business 
most of my life, and in that field 
I came into contact with him.” 

Begins Story of Stock Deal. 

Eaton said he was2not now “offi- 
cially connected” with any public 
utility company, butthat during the 
period under scrutniyin the trial— 


1929-1931—-he was connected with 
the United Light & Power Co., 
which, with its two subsidiaries, 


the American Light & Traction Co., 
and the Continental Gas & Elec- 
tric Corporation, served such ma- 
jor cities as Milwaukee, Detroit, 
Kansas City, Columbus, O., and Lin- 
coln, Neb. 

Thompson then led Eaton directly 
to the deal under fire in the case— 
the $56,000,000 stock transaction 


| which the prosecution charged was 


an Insull defeat which helped break 
the financial structure of Insull’s 
Corporation Securities Co. 

“There has been testimony con- 
cerning a transaction which took 
place between companies repre- 
sented by yourself and companies 
represented by Mr. Insull,in the 
summer of 1930,” said Thompson. 
“It involved shares of the stock of 
the Peoples Gas Light & Coke Co., 
the Public Service Co. of Northern 
Illinois, and the Commonwealth 
Edison Co.” 

The three, serving Chicago and 
Northern Illinois, are the major op- 
erating companies of the 80-odd 
units in the Insull system. 


“When did your company accu- 
mulate those stocks?” “From the 
end of 1926 to 1929,” Eaton an- 


swered. 

They were purchased, Eaton said, 
by Continental Shares, Inc., an in- 
vestment trust which had large in- 
vestments in the steel industry. His 
acquaintance with Insull and the 
Insull companies began a good 
many years before these purchases, 
he said. 

Tells of Meeting Insull. 

“When did you first discuss your 
holdings with Mr. Insull?” “In the 
summer of 1929, at a luncheon at 
the Chicago Club. I told Mr. Insull 
that I had learned rumors were 
coming to him that our purchases 
were designed to get influence in 
the situation. 

“IT sought to assure him that that 
was not the situation. I told him 
that Continental Shares had pur- 
chased his stocks because some of 
our people thought as an investment 
trust we should diversify, adding 
utility holdings to those we held in 
copper and steel. 

“In seeking that diversification, 
we had placed investments in his 
three companies after a careful in- 
vestigation of the entire field. We 
were attracted to this territory be- 
cause of faith in its future. I ex- 
plained that there was an expan- 
sion in the steel industry of this 
locality, and that I considered it the 
most promising territory for gas 
and electric business in the United 
States. 


“Mr. Insull’s organization im- 
pressed us as the best in the field. 
Many of the companies he had built 
from the ground up. He knew all 
their faults. His group had the 
longest continuous experience in the 


hfield, and had made the best show- 


ing. We wanted to be identified 
with it.” 

The Eaton group asked nothing 
from Insull in that meeting, Eaton 
said. “We did not even want repre- 
sentation on his board,” he said. 
“We had bought as a permanent 
investment, and we thought the 
companies were in very good 
hands.” 

Insull was nervous about the in-

HE CONFESSES 
TAKING $56,000 


Wants to Pay His Debt— 
Says He Lost All Invest- 
ing in the Insull Utili- 
ties. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Nicholas A. 
Schwall, absconding Wilmette bank 
employe charged with a $56,000 
embezzlement, has been returned 
here after his capture in a shanty 
in the Wisconsin woods where he 
hid for two years. He awaits ar- 
raignment in Federal court. 


He wept when he asked for news 
of his family and was told that his 
mother was dead. His brothers 
told him they had broadcast word 
of his mother’s death in hopes that 
he would hear it. But Schwall said 
he had no money to buy a radio; 
that he had lost everything in in- 
vestments in the companies of. Sam- 
uel Insull. 

From the time of his disappear- 
ance, soon after the closing of the 
First National Bank of Wilmette, 
where he was employed as assist- 
ant cashier, Schwall lost nearly all 
contact with the outside world. He 
fled to a shanty in the woods near 
Conover, Wis. 

Bewhiskered, his face bronzed 
and his hands gnarled, Schwall ad- 
mitted his identity to his captors 
and said he earned a livelihood 
clearing timber. 

“Glad It Is All Over.” 

Schwall was arrested Saturday 
by Evanston, Ill., police, a Federal 
agent, and Melvin B. Ericson, re- 
ceiver for the bank. 

Schwall, dressed in khaki shirt 
and trousers told them: “I am glad 
it is all over. Take me back. I 
want to pay my. debt and be fin- 
ished with it all.” 

In his cell in Waukegan jail, 


Schwall said he had _ subsisted 
mostly by hunting deer and spear- 
ing fish. 


“The thing that worried me,” he 
said, “was my family. I never 
communicated with them from the 
time I fled. Now I hear that my 
wife is penniless. There are three 
children, one of them born since 
I went away. I’ve never seen him, 
of course. If my folks had been 
with me I would like nothing bet- 
ter than to stay there in the woods 
forever. There’s peace out there.” 

Story of Peculations. 

The arresting officers and Erick- 
son declared that Schwall, 40 years 
old, said he first took $5500 of the 
bank’s funds in 1929 to aid a 
friend who was speculating. The 
friend lost. 

“Once more I tried and lost 
again,” the officers quoted him as 
saying, “I made up my mind to go 
to the other bank officers and con- 
fess. Then I heard that Middle 
West Utilities was a great buy and 
I plunged again. I’m not sure how 
much I took, but it was around $50,- 
000.” 

The bank closed in June, 1932. 
Schwall said he wrote a letter to 
the bank president, confessing his 
speculations, bade his family fare- 
well and left directly for the Wis- 
consin woods. He bought a 40-acre 
tract of forest land for $200. 

“T almost starved there until I 
learned to live on what was pro- 
vided for me. My hands blistered 
when I cut down the pine logs to 
build my cabin. Somehow I got 
through and by winter I had a 
tight little house that resisted the 
weather.” 

Only One Trip to Town. 

Only once in the 20 months of 
his exile did he dare go to Cono- 
ver. His neighbors usually brought 
him his provisions when he had 
money. Last winter he and a 
friend shot eight deer. These, 
with fish he speared in the lake, 
replenished their larder, but the 
friend later departed with the prof- 
its of some of the deer they sold, 
Schwall said. 

He attributes discovery of his 
hideout to an Evanston woman for 
whom he helped build a cabin near 
the tract of land he had bought. 
He said he learned later she worked 
in a bank. 

Ericson, who unearthed the clew 
which led to the capture, declined 
to discuss it. 

Schwall’s bond was set at $10,000 
when the indictment was voted 
against him last January. 

Lieut. Carl Ekman of the Evan- 
ston police, one of the arresting 
officers, denied authorities had re- 
ceived information from a woman. 
He declined to say, however, who 
it was who Thursday telephoned 
the information that the former 
bank employe was living in the 
woods under the name “Jack Col- 
lins.” 
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MAINE TO SELL LIQUOR 
IN STATE DISPENSARIES 
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Laws Permits Purchase in 
Hotels, Clubs and Cafes. 


By the Associated Press. 

AUGUSTA, Me., Nov. 12.—Gov. 
Louis J. Brann signed two liquor 
bills providing for State liquor stores 
and hotel, club and restaurant sales 
for consumption on the premises, 
at 12:48 a. m. yesterday. 

Passage of the bills with other 
measures allowing the licensing of 
breweries and distilleries and _ re- 
pealing the law prohibiting adver- 
tising of liquor came after a 
lengthy night session of the Legis- 
lature, which was convened last 
Tuesday in special session. 

With the signing by Gov. Brann 
of the four bills, Maine, a pioneer 
prohibition State, followed the man- 
date of its electorate, which on 
Sept. 10 repealed the 50-year-old 
constitutional prohibitory act. 

Enactment of the liquor laws 
came only after stormy night ses- 
sions in which charges and coun- 
ter charges of “political trickery” 
were made by Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats. The State stores bill was 
sponsored by Representative Tup- 
per (Rep.) Calais and pushed 
aside the Governor's Advisory Com- 
mittee bill which attracted Demo- 
cratic support. 

The State stores measure bore 
an emergency preamble and became 
effective immediately after the 
Governor signed it. The hotel bill 
becomes effective in 90 days. 

Gov. Brann was clearly dissatis- 
fied with the liquor legislation and 
upon signing the major bills issued 
a statement, saying: 

“The next Legislature will be 
called upon to make many correc- 
tions.” 

After disposing of the liquor leg- 
islation, the Legislature adjourned 
finally.

His Trial in 1933. 

When placed on trial in May, 1933,

He declared that at the 1933 trial 
the State had refused to produce 
any evidence because the witnesses 
used during the origina] trial had 
been impeached. 

The suppression and concealment 
of evidence by California through 
its District Attorney, and the denial 
by the courts of any process by 
which the newly discovered evi- 
dence can be considered deprived 
him, Mooney declared, of his liberty 
without due process of law, in vio 
lation of the Federal Constitution, 

Text of Court Order. 

The order of the Court read: 

“A rule is ordered to issue, fe 
turnable within 40 days from this 
date, requiring the respondent 
(James B. Holohan, Warden of 
San Quentin Penitentiary) to show 
cause why leave to file the petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus should 
not be granted.” 

Mooney is a State prisoner. The 
order is expected to result in the 
filing of a full reply by State offl- 
cials. 

On receipt of the reply the Su- 
preme Court will decide what fur- 
ther action it will take. It may 
agree to review the case on its 
merits or it may find there is not 
sufficient ground to enable it te 
do so.

They are in active competition with 
people actually in need. 

“Our problem, whether we like it 
or not, must be centered on those 
actually in need, . if we are not 
to continue relief for an almost in- 
definite period. 

“IT want to warn you as solemnly 
as possible that the danger of at- 
taching public outdoor relief to our 
American political system is very 
real. The people now on relief have 
no interest whatever in fine phrases 
or Moralizing about the dangers of 
a relief system. 

“Their feelings are conditioned by | 
an immediate lack of food, clothing 
and sheltez, which has little or 
nothing to dq with political or- 
ganization or the devastating effect 
upon morale and character of re- 
ceiving relief over long periods of 
time. 


“Wishful Thinking.” 

“There has no doubt been much | 
wishful thinking that perhaps these | 
people are not in need, that many| 
of them are unworthy, that surely | 
the problem is not as serious as 
the public attention would indicate. 
However, . . employment is 
far below 1929. Any thoughtful in- 
quiry into how this great mass of 
unemployed are living must lead to 
the inevitable conclusion that they 
are in desperate need. 

“IT know no one who is at all fa- 
miliar with the problem of unem- 
ployment relief who believes that 
the present system should be con- 
tinued a day longer than is neces- 
sary—not because it is a waste of 
public funds, but rather that it is 
a tragic waste of human values, and 
a totally un-American way of meet- 
ing a problem. A method must 
and will be found to provide a way 
of life for millions of these people. 


“The President recently stated 
that he was unwilling to accept a 
defeatist philosophy which would 
assume that we. are going to have 
ljarge numbers of unemployed in 
American for years to come.

And if we 
can’t expect anything we want to 
know it before this project is far- 
ther advanced.” 

“Secretary Ickes suggests we g0 
to the courts,” the Governor con- 
tinued, “but that is too slow. They 
might divert the course of the Colo- 
rado River and drain it dry before 
we could obtain results in the 
courts. And I don’t care what any- 
one thinks of my ordering the 
troops out.” 

Failing to receive word from 
Washington that work on the proj- 
ect had been held up pending set- 
tlement of Arizona’s claims, the 
Government went to the National 
Guard Armory, where troops were 
preparing for an Armistice day pa-| 
rade, and ordered them to proceed 
to the area. 

“This is our last stand,” Gov. 
Moeur said, addressing guard offi- 
cers. The Governor headed _ the 
Armistice day parade and reviewed 
the guardsmen. 

Six guardsmen already are at 
Parker, pending arrival of the re- 
inforcements, Until Saturday they 
had been there several months in 
the capacity of observers. With the 
issuance of the Governor’s procla- 
mation, they have power to use 
their weapons if necessary to pre- 
vent trespass on Arizona soil. 


Ickes Says Arizona Dispute Is a 
Matter for the Courts.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes says he 
can “see no reason for the Arizona 
Governor's calling. out troops in the 
Parker dam controversy.” 

Half of the power to be devel- 
oped has been allotted tentatively 
to Arizona, Ickes said today.

J. S. McGroarty, Honored by 
California Legislature for 
Writings, Elected. 


By the Associated Press. 


John Steven McGroarty, created 


poet laureate of California by act 
of the Legislature in 1933, was elect- 
ed to Congress Tuesday as a Demo 


crat. The 72-year-old writer defeat- 
ed Representative William E. Evans 
of Glendale by 10,000 votes. 

McGroarty is most widely known 
for his Mission Play, a historical 
pageant of the California Missions 
presented annually in San Gabriel. 
The local newpsaper to which he 
contributes a weekly column, “Seen 
From the Verdugo Hills,” support- 
ed his Republican opponent in the 
campaign. 

McGroarty made his campaign 
largely on demands that the Fed- 
eral Government furnish more re- 
forestation and flood control work 
in such areas as that of Verdugo, 
Montrose and La Canada, near here. 
This area was swept by a disastrous 
flood last New Year's day and an- 
other serious one recently. 

There is an almost constant 
stream of visitors at McGroarty’s 
Verdugo home. He gets mail by the 
sackfull. 

Three volumes of his poems are 
carried by the Public Library here 
and he contributes to several maga- 
zines. 

He thinks education should be 
limited largely to the “three R’s” 
until the pupil is 15 years old, that 
women should be home makers, 
and people should go back to the 
farms.

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 
REPORTS ON UTILITIES STUDY 


No Control Provided for Holding 
Companies in 25 States: Broad 
Powers of Directors. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Infor- 
mation for the use of Congress in 
deciding whether American busi- 
ness should be licensed or incor- 
porated by Federal Government 
has been presented by the Federal 
Trade Commission. After a six- 
‘year investigation of public utili- 
ties, the commission filed a report 


containing favorable and unfavora- | 
ble views of outstanding men on'| 


the question. 

The report noted that 
the war leading men of industry 
and scholars urged Federal incor- 
poration. An alternative to Federal 
incorporation is Federal licensing. 
This would still permit State char- 
tering, while limiting the powers 
granted by the states. 

The report made an exhaustive 
study of the efforts of states to 
control holding companies. It found 
that in 25 states, no control what- 
soever was provided for holding 
companies, and that a few states 
have enacted legislation designed to 
reach the holding companies, “but 
some still rely for any possible con- 
trol upon regulation of the operat- 
ing company. 

As to the power of directors: “It 
was found that directors generally 
jenjoy broad powers divorced from 
‘any necessary financial ‘interest in 
‘the corporation with which they 
/are concerned and coupled in many 
‘instances with elaborate safeguards 
‘against stability for their acts.”

Succumbs at Northfield, Minn., 
After a Stroke; Noted Also 
As Violinist.

NORTHFIELD, Minn., Nov. 12.— 
Henri Verbrugghen, former conduc- 
tor of the Minneapolis Symphony 
Orchestra, died at Carleton Col- 
lege Hospital here early today.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 12.— 
After a year and a half of experi- 
ence with all-bus street transporta-

The world has’ had antagonism before, in 
the medieval persecutions of the Jews, the 
hatred between Christian and Moslem, con- 
flict between Latin and Teutonic peoples, 
but never on the planned, disciplined scale 
we are witnessing now. Racial hate has 
become a definite political force, roused and 
formulated for definite material ends, and 
expressing itself in the policy of whole na- 
tions. It has progressed from sporadic bit- 
terness to a settled plan and an accepted 
regime. 

This development has come about largely 
through Fascism, an aftermath of the war's 
upheavals. Germany today its highest 
exponent.

Lewisohn compared Fascism, Com- 


munism and Naziism to similar 
trends in early Greek history. 
Among the factors he mentioned 


were government by prescription, 
murder of the “outs” by the “ins,” 
and the “grinding of the weak un- 
d-r the heel of the strong.” 

He was afraid that our intense 
interest in progress and worldly 
goods would reduce our individual- 
ity and weaken resistance against 
paganism. 

“IT am more afraid than ever that 
in Our supineness and superficial 
thinking we will, through sheer lack 
of use of our intelligence and will, 
let ourselves glide into a totalitar- 
ian state in which our children will 
be pagan slaves or mere ves men. 

“We are in a dangerous position 
because we have played the game 
of paganism too much, especially in 
the war. The churches are sorely 
wounded because they went to war. 
Jews are in a worse position than 
‘Christians because of their accept- 
ance of the Napoleonic formula of 
emancipation in which they  bar- 
gained away some of their most 
precious rights.”

ASSACHUSETTS, having le- 

galized both horse and dog 
race betting, is likely to be 
quickly drained dry of its surplus 
spending money.

Washington University’s football!
